Berlin, July 31.—Emperor William of Germany today 


issued a decree declaring that a state of war exists. 


This means the immediate mobilization of five million 
*oldiers on Germany's frontiers. 


The decree of the emperor followed the failure of Rus- 


sia to give a satisfactory explanation of her partial mobil- 
ization of troops. 


It is/now thought to be but a few hours before the 


European nations will be pitted against each other over the 
Austro-Servian trouble. 


German Troopa Rus hed to the Frontiers. 


The railroads in Germany are now in the hands of the 
military authorities. 


German troops are being rushed to the Russian and 


French borders. This movement is expected to put the 
British and French armies and navies on the move. 


The Russian ukase calling out a million reserves strain- 


«d the already tense situation to the breaking point. 


Denied by German Officials. 


Government officials 
today 
deny 


that the kaiser's decree means war 
•with Russia, but admit privately that 
the situation is grave. 


One attache of the foreign office 


said today "Russia's partial mobili- 
sation of her army meant that Ger- 
many is boundto take similar steps in 
her defense. 
Something may be done 


to avert the worst, but the danger of 
a general war is acute " 


Mobs Surge Through Streets. • 


Mobs are surging through the streets 
cheering the kaiser's action. 
The 


•"Daily Vorwaerts" appeals to the 
kaiser to let Italy influence Austria 
and asserts that Germany's part in 
the affair is a mad adventure. 


It is semi-officialy stated that mar- 


tial law will prevail until tomorrow, 
when the orders for the mobilization 
of the German army will be officially 
announced 


Kaiser Will Order Mobilization. 
This official statement was given to 


the International News Service late 
this afternoon by government officials 


"AH official circles are excited over 


Russia's intolerable lack of loyalty for 
while telegraphic intercourse was pro- 
ceeding beteww the czar and kaiser 
while the powers were negotiating 
England's proposal for mediation, an 
official report was received here that 
the czar had mobilized the entire Rus- 
sian army and navy. The kaiser ar- 
rives here fiom Potsdani this evening 
and the mobilization of the whole Ger- 
man army is expected to follow im- 
mediately." 


Four newspapers were suspended 


for announcing that mobilization or- 
ders had been issued by the govern- 
ment. 


Austrians Are Repulsed. 


Nish, Serna, July 31—The Servian 


armies have repulsed the advancing 
Austrians, preventing the latter from 
forcing the pass giving access to the 


Morava valley and on the direct road 
to Nish. 


There was desperate fighting today, 


the artillery of the Serbs mowing 
down the invadersjjy the hundreds. 


Servians f a d e Austria. 


Vienna, July Jw.—The Servian fron- 


tier guards invaded Austria this morn 
ing, but were driven back with no ser- 
ious loss on either side. 


Mobilizing Dutch Army. 


Amsterdam, Holland, July 31—The 


mobilization of the Dutch army has 
been ordered. 


Asquith Informs Parliament. 


London, July 31.—"Russia has pro- 


claimed the general mobilization of 
her army and navy. In consequence 
martial law was proclaimed in Ger- 
many and we understand that the 
general mobilization of the German 
army will follow. 
This momentous 


announcement was made by Premier 
Asquith in parliament today. 


St. Petersburg, July 31—Although 


diplomatic conversations continue, the 
diplomats doing their utmost to pre- 
serve peace, nothing has occurred to 
encourage the hope that their efforts 
will be successful 
It is anticipated 


that Austria will declare war on Rus- 
sia today. Official confirmation of this 
view, however, has not been obtain- 
able. 
It has been declared officially 


that Russia does not want war and 
that the partial mobilization of her 
forces is merely a precautionary mea- 
sure. 


The belief increases that the pres- 


ent mobilization as planned is not 
partial, but absolute and general. 


There is considerable war enthu- 


siasm here.

fOTHER chapter, perhaps a 


bloody one, may be added to 
the tempestuous history of 
southeastern Europe as the 


result of the demands of Austria, go 
forcibly and peremptorily expressed In 
the 
ultimatum 
submitted 
by 
the 


Austrian representative in Belgrade. 
The present situation is not the out- 
growth of recent complications 
al- 


though recent events, particularly the 
murder of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, the Austrian heir to the throne, 
brought matters to a crisis. The real 
cause of the trouble lies deeper and 
dates hack to the time when Servla 
became an independent principality, 
when the Servians began to dream of 
« great national future and of the 
establishment of a great Slav realm 
In southeastern Europe. 


And yet those who have studied the 


history of the oriental question fully 
realize that behind all the countless 
conflicts and intrigues the efforts to 
arouse racial 
nnd 
religious strife 


among the countries of the Balkan pen- 
insula and the r-enseless limitations and 
conspinu ies which made the Balkan 
peninsula the hotbed of trouble in Eu- 
rope primarily were due to the influ- 
ence of Russia.

Berlin, July 31.—Emperor William of Germany today 


issued a decree declaring that a state of war exists. 


This means the immediate mobilization of five million 
*oldiers on Germany's frontiers. 


The decree of the emperor followed the failure of Rus- 


sia to give a satisfactory explanation of her partial mobil- 
ization of troops. 


It is/now thought to be but a few hours before the 


European nations will be pitted against each other over the 
Austro-Servian trouble. 


German Troopa Rus hed to the Frontiers. 


The railroads in Germany are now in the hands of the 
military authorities. 


German troops are being rushed to the Russian and 


French borders. This movement is expected to put the 
British and French armies and navies on the move.

Denied by German Officials. 


Government officials

deny 


that the kaiser's decree means war 
•with Russia, but admit privately that 
the situation is grave.

many is boundto take similar steps in 
her defense. 
Something may be done 


to avert the worst, but the danger of 
a general war is acute " 


Mobs Surge Through Streets. • 


Mobs are surging through the streets 
cheering the kaiser's action.

•"Daily Vorwaerts" appeals to the 
kaiser to let Italy influence Austria 
and asserts that Germany's part in 
the affair is a mad adventure. 


It is semi-officialy stated that mar- 


tial law will prevail until tomorrow, 
when the orders for the mobilization 
of the German army will be officially 
announced 


Kaiser Will Order Mobilization. 
This official statement was given to 


the International News Service late 
this afternoon by government officials 


"AH official circles are excited over 


Russia's intolerable lack of loyalty for 
while telegraphic intercourse was pro- 
ceeding beteww the czar and kaiser 
while the powers were negotiating 
England's proposal for mediation, an 
official report was received here that 
the czar had mobilized the entire Rus- 
sian army and navy. The kaiser ar- 
rives here fiom Potsdani this evening 
and the mobilization of the whole Ger- 
man army is expected to follow im- 
mediately." 


Four newspapers were suspended

Asquith Informs Parliament. 


London, July 31.—"Russia has pro- 


claimed the general mobilization of 
her army and navy. In consequence 
martial law was proclaimed in Ger- 
many and we understand that the 
general mobilization of the German 
army will follow. 
This momentous 


announcement was made by Premier 
Asquith in parliament today. 


St. Petersburg, July 31—Although 


diplomatic conversations continue, the 
diplomats doing their utmost to pre- 
serve peace, nothing has occurred to 
encourage the hope that their efforts 
will be successful 
It is anticipated 


that Austria will declare war on Rus- 
sia today. Official confirmation of this 
view, however, has not been obtain- 
able. 
It has been declared officially 


that Russia does not want war and 
that the partial mobilization of her 
forces is merely a precautionary mea- 
sure. 


The belief increases that the pres-

"We arrived in Wayne about 7.30 


p. m. When we left the trai-, it waa 
very dark. I led her down the rail- 
road tracks and below the viaduct I 
shot her through the head. She made 
no cry and I had to shoot only once. 
I then put her body across the rail- 
road tracks, after drawing off her 
glove, taking her ring and putting the 
glove back again. When I got back to 
Chicago -I gave the ring to a girl I 
met on the street. About this time I 
found my landlady had some money 
and if I had not been caught I would 
have killed her."

result of the demands of Austria, go 
forcibly and peremptorily expressed In

submitted 
by 
the 


Austrian representative in Belgrade. 
The present situation is not the out- 
growth of recent complications 
al- 


though recent events, particularly the 
murder of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, the Austrian heir to the throne, 
brought matters to a crisis. The real 
cause of the trouble lies deeper and 
dates hack to the time when Servla 
became an independent principality, 
when the Servians began to dream of 
« great national future and of the 
establishment of a great Slav realm 
In southeastern Europe. 


And yet those who have studied the 


history of the oriental question fully 
realize that behind all the countless 
conflicts and intrigues the efforts to 
arouse racial

religious strife

It was pointed out that, should Rus- 


sia take part against Austria, Ger- 
many wus fully prepared to draw the

Italy. 
In fact, there was presented 


the possibility of another "battle of the 
nations" such as that in 1813, which 
accomplished the virtual overthrow of 
Napoleon.
